'Town Hall' Audience Hears 
Appeal for Redistricting 
Equal representation for the 
people of Palm Springs was the 
theme of last night's Town Hall 
Meeting conducted by Councilmen 
Ted McKinney, l^eonard Wolf and 
Jerry Nathanson. who are acting 
as an independent organization in 
favor of redistricting. 
The meeting was presided over 
by Morton W eissman, council can­ 
didate for District 9. and speaker 
was Boh Irwin of Riverside. 
IRWIN EXPLAINED to t h e 
large audience a t t e n d i n g the 
meeting in the council cham bers 
at the city hall, the basis on 
which this coéntry was formed 
and explained the importance of 
equal representation as wéll as 
the art of gerrymandering a n d 
how. by leaving districts in an un 
natural or unfair way. this would 
give a political party or group, 
representing a minority group an 
advantage. 
Irwin pointed out that f a c t s 
were facts “and a look at the 
facts concerning the redistricting 
of Palm Springs can leave no 
doubt that it would be a benrfit " 
He said that the opposition “has 
apparently taken the viewpoint 


that 
they don't want to k* con­ 
fused by the facts." 
COUNCILMAN TED McKinney 
told the group that the California 
Legislature has now adopted leg­ 
islation that no more sixth class 
cities will have councilmanic dis­ 
tricts. with representatives to he 
elected at large. 
The councilman also charged 
that the present City Council “has 
already shown its control of the 
vote by the action it took two 
years ago when it sent City At­ 
torney Jerry Bunker to Sacramen­ 
to to lobby for clarification of the 
state law on what vote would pass 
the redistricting issue " The law 
was not explicit, and stated that 
either a majority or three fourths 
vote would pass It was left, more 
or less, up to the council to de­ 
termine the percentage of the 
vote. 
“THE MAJORITY of the coun­ 
cil was against redistricting. and 
so they wanted the larger vote," 
said McKinney. 
Voters accepted the last redis­ 
tricting issue by a majority vote, 
hut failed to get the necessary 
three-fourthA approval.

While firm district lines have not yet 
been exactly decided, it is indicated that 
the plan to presented to voters for adop­ 
tion will provide for a single provisor 
for the desert area (as at present); Ihe 
creation of a new western district for 
Ihe F’ass, mountain and upland district 
including Idyll wild, San Jacinto and 
Hemet, and three districts in the River­ 
side City section. 
For many years the desert region has 
suffered from lack of a proportionate 
representation on the Riverside County 
Board of Supervisors with nearly half 
of the county's total assessed valuation, 
and more than a third of the registered 
voters, the rieserl empire has had only 
one supervisor. 
Despite Ihe ilmost heroic services of 
the late Supervisor Homer W. Varner, 
and the effective and forceful represen­ 
tation of the present Supervisor George 
V. Berkey, the Desert Fnipire frequent­ 
ly comes out on the short end In m at­ 
ters controlled by the four other Super­ 
visors elected by the people of River­ 
side city.

But, if the »upervi»orial lines are so 
drawn that the City of Riverside re­ 
mains in control of three districts, the 
long hope of the desert residents for 
equal representation will be lost. 
Measured on any fair yardstick, es­ 
pecially from the standpoints of assess­ 
ed valuation and population, the Desert 
region — from the "pass" to the Saltón 
Sea —■ should have two supervisorial 
districts. On the same basis, the River­ 
side metropolitan vicinity is entitled to 
two districts, and the western uplands 
and mountains are entitled to one dis­ 
trict. 
Due to its more rapid growth, and the 
vastly greater area involved, the desert 
must have TWO supervisors, not only 
to establish equal representation, blit 
also to provide proper and adequate ser­ 
vice lo Ihe people in all branches of 
County governm ent 
Since Ihe final lines of the proposed 
new supervisorial districts are now be­ 
ing discussed by the Board of Freehold­ 
ers, it is to be hoped th a t they will ba 
located In absolute fairness with a view 
lo ending the unbearable gerrymander­ 
ing of Ihe past, and to give the desert 
region pquai representation in County 
government now, and for all time to 
come. 
Anything short of th at Is a waste of 
time and certain to bring resentment, 
and defeat at the polls.

ONE OF TH E first things that 
happens in the m orning when you 
a re a patient at D esert Hospital, 
is Bonnie G raffin com ing tu your 
room to lind out what you want 
to eat lor th e th ree b asic m eals, 
b reakfast, dinner and supper 
The biggest m eal at D esert Hos­ 
pital is the noon m eal, known as 
dinner, and the 
evening 
meal, 
supper. Is lig h ter and m ore digest- 
able before sleeping tim e. 


T H E R E A RE possibly 50 diets 
th at can be served to patients in 
a hospital, and each is different. 
One patient m ay have a salt-free 
diet, 
another a bland diet, and 
still another 
a 
hypcrinsulinism 
diet. Each tra y m ust not only be 
individually prep ared but m ust be 
kept sep arate so that 
Hie right 
patient 
receives 
the 
right 
tray , 
containing the food especially p re­ 
p ared for them 
In the kitchen of the hospital 
the crew of som e 15 em ployes do 
this, and this is how they do it:

TIIE FA CILITIES of the kitchen 


at D esert H ospital are m ore com ­ 


plete than m an y of the linest re s­ 
tau ran ts downtown, and it is kept 
im m aculately clean 
One of the m ost difficult jobs of 
D ietitian Bonnie G raffin is to p re­ 
pare dietetic food so it tastes like 
by adding substitute salt or sugar, 
and it brings out the original fla­ 
vor and is far m o re palatable. 
The dietitian checks each tray 
before it is sent out of the kitchen 
to m ak e sure that 
the 
correct 
item s are on the tra y 
Then the 
m eals are sealed in a hot dish 
which will keep the m eal hot for 
two hours if necessary. 


TIIE 
HOSPITAL bakery hakes 
everything except bread. 
A fter the tra y s arc returned to 
the kitchen, each one 
is 
again 
checked to see if the patient has 
eaten the things he or she is sup­ 
posed to have. 
In some cases records are kept 
for the doctors on what and how 
nii(ch of the food w as eaten by 
a patient. 
According to Miss G raffin, the 
food hill for D esert H ospital runs 
approxim ately $3.000 a month. 


THIS is NOT a norm al o p era­ 
tion for hospitals, but is a regular 
service 
of the 
D esert 
Hospital. 
Very few hospitals have the se­ 
lect m enu m ethod of patient feed­ 
ing. 
Aside from the 
regular 
three 
m eals a day th a t are served. Des­ 
ert 
H ospital, of course, 
has to 
serve dozens of special m eals a 
day. P atients who w ere not able 
to eat at m ealtim e due to X ray 
exam inations 
or 
some 
sim ilar 
thing m ay have to w ait until to 
a m 
to be served breakfast, or 
another patient who has had .a 
stom ach operation m ay have to 
have 5 or fi m eals a day and 
m ust 
eat 
every 
few hours.

these are taken care of by the 
kitchen staff.
